A llowable Subject Matter 
Applicants' response of 4-20-07 has overcome all 112 rejections of previous action by 
limiting the core of formula II to pyrimidine and quinazoline. 

With no other outstanding rejection, claims 1,8-16 are allowed. 
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Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The invention is drawn to compounds of substituted 2-pyrazolylamino- 
pyrimidine or 2-pyrazolylamino-quinazoline, and pharmaceutical composition 
thereof. The closest reference, Pease et al. (US 6,838,464 B2), generically 
teaches a pyrimdinyl compound with substituents at the 2- and 4-positions 
corresponding to those of the instant formula II. However, said compound 
lacks a substituent at the 6-position corresponding to the instant R y . Thus, 
there is no equivalency teaching for motivation to make a case of prima facie 
obviousness.
